SUBJECT: Followup with David Martin, Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee Staff, on Several Matters Raised in 
Our Briefings on the Drug Situation

with two lists of Hong Kong-registered shipping companies known or 
elieved to be under Chinese Communist control and a list of the ships 
owned by these companies.
